CASES EXPOS 


of Law Told. 


THe TRIBUNE death clock has a story 
to tell this morning. 

Like Hans Christian Andersen’s old 
moon, it has been looking into strange 
windows and observing odd perform- 
‘ances. 

Back of the impassive face of the 
clock is the death cry of many little 
children and many a broken home. 
| Hour by hour, day by day, year 
dy year, the toll of the automobile is 
| growing heavier upon human lives. 
| Why? Speed is the answer of the 
police, the coroner and some of the 
municipal judges whose courts are 
crowded every day with such cases. 

Why not less speed? 

The courts, the courts, is the ans- 
wer of the police. 

Sixty per cent of the deaths are due 
to speed and the judges, the police 
Say, are not enforcing the law. 

Fixer One of Troubles. 

What happens in the courts? 

The travels of the clock investigator 
have shown that many things may 
happen. 

One of the troubles seems to be the 
fixer. Interviews with police speed 
officers and court clerks and others on 
the inside of the judicial machinery, 
lead to the conclusion that 75 per 
cent of the fixing is done in and around 
the courts.

ity that a fairly regular schedule of

as follows: 

For an arrest at thirty-five miles an 
hour, case fixed for $15.

Court May Be Ignorant. 

Several methods are shown by which 
this may be done, even with the court 
in entire ignorance. 

The original complaint of the ar- 
resting officer is sent to court. A lit- 
tle piece of yellow paper is pinned to 
it on the upper left hand side. 

The defendant’s name is 
There is no answer. 

“Capias,” calls the court clerk, 
meaning that a warrant is to be issued 
to be served upon the defendant and 
that he is to be brought into court. 

The judge marks “capias”’ against 
the name that has been called. The 
cornplaint is tossed over to another 
clerk, who may have a little yellow 
slip of his own which he substitutes 
for the“ official slip. And on his own 
slip he may write the word, “ Dis- 
charged.” 

May Never Issue Capias. 

The arresting officer writes capias ” 
in his little book, and it is so marked 
against this case in the disposition 
book at the police station. But this 
is all that happens. No capias is ever 
issued, if the clerk chooses to manip 
ulate the complaint in this way. 

One policeman informed the investi- 
gator that in the last seven months 
he has had seventy-five cases where 
the speeder he arrested failed to ap- 
pear in court. In each case a capias 
| was marked, but not one of the sev- 
enty-five was arrested. He stated that 
he had never seen a man brought in 
on a speed warrant, that he marks the 
case as lost in his own mind. 

There are some police officers who 
insist on serving their own warrants. 
The majority of the capias cases, how- 
ever, are turned over to a special 
sergeant of police, who is assigned to 
each of the courtrooms to take care 
of these cases. ; 

Police Fail to Arrest. 

This opens another method of fixing. 
The complaint against, the defendant 
who falls to appear is marked “capias.” 
The police blotter and the judge's 
sheet also show “capias.” But still 
nothing may happen.

BARS F OLUTION

Nashville, Tenn., March 23.—Ten- 
nessee today rung down the curtain 
on the Darwin-Huxley drama, so far 
as this state is concerned, when Gov. 
Austin Peay signed a bill passed by 
the general assembly casting into dis- 
card the theory of evolution. 

The bill bars the teaching of evolu- 
tion in the public schoois, normals and 
colleges of the state. The governor in 
a message to the legislature accom- 
panying the bill, declared evolution 
“at var‘ance with the teachings of 
man’s creation as related in the 
Bible.”’ 

Calls Bill a Protest. 

The governor asserted that the bill 
represented a distinct protest against 
an irreligious tendency to exalt so- 
called science and to deny the Bible, a 
tendency fundamentally wrong and 


The bill, he said, contravenes neither 
5 of religion nor “ strict 
| tion of church and state.” 

“It igs manifestly impossible,” the 
message continued, “for our school 
system to omit attention to the Bible. 
His holy word directly governing our 

, to the future state of re- 
wards and punishments.” 
Varies with Bible. 

“Nobody will deny,” the message 
said, that the Bible teaches that man 
Was created by God in his own image. 
This bill is founded in the idea and 
belief that the very integrity of the 
Bible is denied by any theory that man 
descended or has ascended from any 
lower order of animals. That such 
theory is at utter variance with the 
Bible story of man’s creation, is in- 
capable of successful contradiction.” 

The new act makes it unlawful for 
any teacher in the universities, nor- 
mals, or other schools of the state 
which obtain state funds “to teach 
any theory that denies the story of 
the divine creation of man as taught 
in the Bible, and to teach instead that 
man has descended from a lower order 
of animals.“ 

It will be seen,” the message point-
